The Lima Philosophic*! Society 


did credit to itself last evening by 
giving one of the most interesting 
and Instructive entertainments that 
has bee a given in the opera house 
this year. It wa* a debate on a 
question that is of vital interest to 
tfce people of the ("ailed States 
and 
one 
that 
is commanding 


the attention of the rulers of all the 
governments of the earth. For two 
hours and a half the advisability of 
the United Slates immediately an- 
nexing the island of Cuba was warmly 
debated by well informed representa 
lives of Kenyon College and the 
Lima Philosophical Society. 
The 


house was well filled by a cultured 
audience who were greatly pleased 
with an intelligent discussion of an 
interesting subject. 


The scciety met at the board of 


education rooms and in a body pro- 
ceeded to the opera house acd occu- 
pied seats upon the stage.

Thompson, of Miami University, were 
the judges, and occupied seats on the 
'eft side of the stage. Mr. H. S. 
Prophet, the president of the society, 
presided. He announced that each 
debater 
would be given twenty 


minutes for the first argument., 
and ten minutes on the second argu- 
ment. The subject was one that 
was difficult for the affirmative ta 
maintain, and the word "immedi- 
ately" is what made the decision 
known before the debate was begun. 
Nevertheless the representatives of 
the Philosophical Society made ex- 
cellent arguments and labored earn- 
estly to bring the decision In favor of 
the affirmative. Supt. C. C. Miller 
opened the debate and made a most 
eloquent 
argument.
